Newman Club on “miu!tinational corporations and 
Third World development.” The Hornet article in 
cluded a number of meaningless seniences, flat - out 
falsehoods, and misquoies The main theme of my 
talk somehow escaped mention. | would thus like ic 
take this opportunity to correct any false im 
pressions left by the Hornet 

After many years of being invisible entities in 
international politics, the Third Worid was redis- 
covered in 1973 after OPEC wielded its oii weapon 
The West was hit with the fear that other commodity 
cartels in the Third World might find similar success 
For a while, the resource - rich less developed coun- 
tries (LDCs) seemed on the verge of rearranging the 
global order But despite the greater attention paid 
to the LCDs. the power of these nations to shape 
their destinies and improve the quality of lives for 
their impoverished masses remained scant Tt 
initial optimism of 1973 soon faded as other inter 
national commodity cartels could not seem to mix 
together the necessary ingredients for success 
Pressed by rising oii and food costs, LDC debts 
began to mount and their global clout began to 
erode, almost in direct proportion to the size of their 
deficits. This situation contrasts strikingly with the 
Hornet's headline, [hird World has new economic 
strength.” 

The main thrust of my talk was that development 
economists and policy makers alike have tended to 
equate development with economic growth. The 
usual indicator of economic growth is “Gross 
National Product” (GNP), or some variant of GNP 
such as GNP/capita So. according to this thinking 
if a country's GNP was increasing. then it was 
developing. The faster the increase, the greater the 
evelopment that was taking place In orderto make 
for rapid economic growth, LDCs needed to emulate 
the development strategies of the West -- acquire 
invesiment Capital and technology which would be 
used to advance industria! production and market 
expansion. As capital accumulated at the top. it 
would trickie downward to those in need and 
everyone would benefit. Since Third Worid coun 
tries for the most part didn't have ade juate Capital or 
technology, it was perceived obligation of the better 
- off developed countries to Suppiy these missing 
ingredients. The United Nations deciared the 1960s 
as the “Decade of Development.” and member states 
were requested to increase their outlays of 
development aid and assistance Private investors 
were also encouraged to come to the aid of the less 
fortunate 

By the end of the 1960s. there had been some im 
pressive increases irs GNP in a number of developing 
countries; for example, in Brazil, Mexico. Taiwan 
South Korea Other indicators of the human c 
dition, however, did not fare as well as GNP Unem 
ployment was up throughout most of the Third 
World, poverty was generally worse for the masses 
Of poor individuals not sharing in the increased 
production, and social! inequalities had intensified 
The “Miracle Decade of Development,” so cheered 
by the multi - national corporations and their sup- 
portive home countries, brought little joy or im 
provements for the world’s impovershed masses 

in order to understand the conditions of 
underdevelopment and the process 
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iifrougn wnicn 
poor people move toward more fulfilling lives, it is | 
necessary to strip away the narrow view that links | 
development with industrial growth itis perverse to 
celebrate growth while more and more people go to | 
bed hungry at night. The question of development is | 
essentially normative: it concerns whether or not | 
people are in fact “better off” as a result of | 
development strategies allegediy aimed at im- | 
Proving their lives. At the very ieast. a humane 
development strategy should aim at improving basic | 
human needs and potentiais (rather than produc- 
tion, per se) by recucing poverty increasing em-

A Third World still struggling 


| ployment, and lessening inequalities. Measured 
| against these concerns, the performance of the 
| 1960s “decade of development” was. indeed, id- 
sappointing The muitinational corporations 
| (MNCs) are pleased to equate development with in- 
| creased economic growth, because on this criterion 
| they can be seen as engines of development (though 
| notin ali cases). Use of the broader considerations | 
| mentioned above, however, yield a far different con- 
| clusion. MNCs are found more often than not to 
worsen poverty, increase unemployment, and widen 
social inequalities. Space will not permit a fuil 
| documentation of this indictment here: never- 
theiess, some brief comments are in order 
| One way that poverty is worsened is through the 
general reduction of locally produced food. Much of 
this reduction is the result of foreign agribusiness 
which acquires larger and larger pilots of land to 
produce crops for exporting (cash cropping). That 
this land was used to produce food for local con- 
sumption is seen as ‘backward’ by pro - Western 
| development strategists following in their analyses 
axioms of growth, efficiency, and profit. MNGs can 
alSo be seen as contributing to greater poverty tothe 
extent that they drain scarce capital from the LCDs 
Capital that might otherwise have been used for 
proverty reducing programs. There is an im 
pressive array of evidence that MNCs take more 
money out of LDCs than they put in 
Generai employment is reduced Dy the activities 
of MNCs when they bring in automated Capital 
intensive technologies which displace local artisans 
(who cannot compete on price) ard require iess 
labor than local, tess sophisticated technologies 
One study has found that for every $10,000 of sales 
American firms in Latin America used one - half the 
workers of competing locai firrns. Peasants leave the 
push or village. seeking employment in the factory 
or mine concession, but most are unable to fi 
work and end up inhabiting ghettos attached to the 
outskirts of the westernized. modern cities which 
appear as reflections of our own complete with 
Goiden Arches, Coca Cola signs, and frequently 
even a Kentucky Colone! 
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vocial inequalities are increased because the 
technology and capital provided by the West are 
normally available oniy to the rich large 
producers. This results in the familiar outcome of 
the rich getting richer and the poor poorer 
Multinational corporations are, of course. not ex- 
Ciusively responsibie for underdevetopment. To find 
an explanation of underdevelopment, one must look 
to domestic political and socia! structures in the 
DCs, the heritage of colonialism. the availability of 
wealtt producing resources, as well as the struc 
tural relationship between LDCs and the global 
Capitalist econo inciuding multinational banks 
and media, public capitalist agencies (like the IMF 
and World Bank) and supportive capitalist states |f 
MNCs were to vanish compietely from the Third 
World, there would still be underdevelopment (not 
development would still be there.” as the Hornet 
Quoted) in fact. the disappearance of MNCs would 
not guarantee any substantial improvernents in 
human conditions. The improvement of human lives 
in the LDCs will require a broader national and inter 
national strategy. The muitinational corporations 
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| have within their productior systems an enormous 


Capacity to promote basic human needs This would 
take on their part though, a thorough rethinking of 


| their purpose and priorities something they have 
| thus far not been obliged to do. or. given their very 


nature, are perhaps unabie to do 

it is Not easy for a journalist to cover a story ona 
topic that is unfamiliar, and t is not easy for a copy 
editor to edit that which was not heard or e 
perienced. Aiso, it is certainly not easy to satisfy in 
print the monster egos of those whe give speeches

Cesar Chavez 
was Organizing the field workers and protesting the 
working conditions, among other things, that the 
growers provided. Many peopie on campus felt it 
was iM poor taste to run an ad for a wine company 
that obviously supported the growers and not the 
striking workers. That situation drew letters and 
comments from both supporters and dissenters 
Eventuaily, a Hornet staff member tore the ad in half 
ang “soived’ the problem his way 

The pour Sores that, particularly, ina year when 
the paper is struggling financiany ="* sewspape, 
has a general policy to print every paid adver. 
tiserment, with a few exceptions The CSUC 
Chancelior's office, for instance. forbids us to print 
abortion ads And, to go to an extreme, we would 
almost certainly not run an ad that pictured a man 
with a whip standing over a woman in chains

“We've talked with women who 
are involved with faculty members 
Sexually and now are being 
blackmailed to stay in the relation- 
ship. They say, “If you get out of 
the relationship, !'m going to see to 
it that you aren't going to get into 
graduate school’ 

McKoane feels there are a lot of 
unreported cases of sexual 
harassment on campus. the “We 
have studies from the Berkeley 
campus, for example, where 
Surveys indicate one of five 
graduate women have been sex- 
ually harassed. We haven't done a 
specific survey on this campus but 
we would expect the same number 
or maybe one of ten. Compare that 
with the number that actually get 
recorded and it's quite a contrast 

“The difficulty is that sexual 
harassment is a hidden issue 
Women think somehow they're br- 
inging itt on themseives, that it 
must be the way they're acting or 
dressing. Or they think sexuai 
harassment is the way things are 
something to put up with. Part of 
the problem is there's not a 
consciousness about sexual 
harassment.’ 

The psychological impact of 
sexual harassment of the female 
victim Cannot be ignored 

Nancy, a senior, said, “During 
the semester, | began to resent him 
making me feel like some hunted 
prey. It was hard to know how to 
deal with him because he was in- 
consistent, he kept me off- 
baiance. Some days he treated me 
like any other student and other 
days he'd invite me to visit him over 
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Sexual harassment carries ‘psychological impact’ 


the weexend. | was tense and anx- 
1Ous in that class. I'd only relax if he 
wasn't there 

“The experience taught me to 
be very carefui with my male 
teacher,” she said. “Because of 
that ons teacher, i'm seeing all my 
male professors in a differeni light 
I'm even suspicious of my favorite 
professor. | react to his innocuous 
comments with ‘What does he 
really mean by that?’ i'm now 
constantly on my guard and that 
gets to be tiring 

“For awhile, | started to sit inthe 
back of classrooms so that the 
professors wouldn't see me i felt | 
had to hide my body. my 
femininity. | downplayed my en- 
thusiasm for my ciasses so the 


teachers wouldn't take my 
academic interest to be sexual 
interest. One instructor noticed 


and asked me why | always looked 
$O dispirited 

Gail recalled her feelings “it 
was my freshman year at college | 
must admit | was very taken by his 
attention. | was somewhat flattered 
having the majestic professor pay 
more attention to me. But when it 
became more intense, | got 
paranoid He never outwardly said 
anything about grades but deep 
down inside | knew he would grade 
me in the end. He still calls me oc- 
casionally for a date, but | tell him 
I'm busy 

‘Now I'm embarassed to wear 
anything that iooks seductive | see 
other women wearing sexy ciothes 
and shoes which make them walk 
seductively and it bothers me | 
once went home and changed 
from a dress and high heels to

may benefit most from the new 
grant. “There are a lot of deaf 
peopie out there who want to come 
back to school, but interpreters 
cost $7 to $15 per hour,” Sonntag 
says 

The deaf have more needs 
seeing professors, going to iec- 
tures, talking to placement 
counselors,” all of which require 
Sign interpreters, according to 
Sonntag 

None of the $28,000 grant will 
go toward removing architectural 
barriers to those in wheelchairs 
Comstock says, because the funds 
are earmarked for services, not for 
construction. The campus does 
have a continuing program of bar- 
rer removal, however, he added 

The funds will probably not be 
used for additional vehicles for 
Students with mobility problems 
Sonntag says. CSUS currently has 
two golf carts and two vans for that 
purpose which are federaily 
funded, not state funded 

The grant money came as

These women's experiences 
ilustrate the long - term impact 
sexual harassment can have or 
womens lives, it can leave then 
with a general distrust of men. Dr 
Ann Gross of the CSUS Counsel- 
ing Office calls this reaction the 


Marilyn Monroe syndrome. “Sex- 
ual harassment hinders the 
development of a_ satisfying 


relationship with a male when 
every time a woman meets a man 
she's treated as an object. The 
Marilyn Monroe syndrome occiirs 
when a woman begins to think ail 
they see is her body, so she sees 
herself as an object She feels 
there's no man she can trust or 
have a friendship with She asks 


herself, Do they love me for me or 
my body? 
Sexual harassment also has 


other effects. Frequentiy. women 
who are harassed end up feeling 
alone and isolated They biame 
themselves for the predicament 
they feel something is wrong with 


them and fteei ashamed of 
themselves Women may also 
suffer trom psycho physical 
symptoms such as migraine 


headaches, back and neck pains 
stomach aiiments, insomnia. fis 
tlessness Gecreased concer 


tration, diminished ambition and 
Gepressicn 

Gross says, ‘The psychological 
impact on the female student 
varies depending on the student's 
security level But generally 
speaking the women feei 


ashamed and biame themselves 
and later on they experience ir 
credible rage and sense of 
powerlessness They can deveiop 
the same feelings as women who 
are victims of rape or incest. es 
pecially if the women succumb to 
the harassment and think they ve 
got to play this game 

When a woman does not want 
nor invite it. sexual harassment 
can be confusing She goes 
through a whole trip which drains a 
iot of psychological energy. She is

The 
burden falls on her to handle the 
Situation 

The sexual harassment women 
students confront in tne ciassroom 
is not isolated to the college cam- 
pus Many women who work out- 
side the home are also affected by 
unwanted sexual attention and ac- 
cording to them sexual 
harassment is a widespread 
probiem 

Redbook magazine issued a 
questionnaire in January, 1976 on 
the topic. Of the 9.000 clerical and 


professional women who _ res- 
ponded, 92 percent had ex 
penenced sexual harassment, with 
the majority reporting it as a 
serious problem at work Almost 


90 percent said they or someone 


they knew had to quit or was fired 
because of harassment and 75 
percent felt nothing would be done 


f they had complainedtoa super 


sexual harassment on the job 


serves a definite purpose Ac- 
rding to Lin Farley. author of 
Sexuai Siiakedown, the purpose is 
to Keep women in low - paying 
jobs. ‘The sexual harassment of 
women a: work arose out of man's 
eed tO maintain his control of 
female labor This tactic of 
2nreciprocal aggression is a ma-
